A notice having been given by A, C. Elliott, 
Esq., J. P,, that he would, up to the Ist Novem- 
ber, receive from settlers, in writing, the names 
of thoxe they wished to recommend to fill a seat 
in the Legislative Council of British Columbia, 
to be forwarded by him to the Governor for ap- 
proval, a public meeting was called for Thurs- 
day, the 22nd O¢tober, which was well attended. 

Mr. McKinnan being voted in the chair, and 
Mr. Briggs requested to act as Secretary, Mr. 
Brady, proposed Mr. Henry Holbrook, who had 
already been elected for Douglas and Pemberton, 
as a fit and proper person to represent Lillooet 
in the Legislative Council, and requested him to 
come forward and. state his views. Mr. Hol- 
brook then came forward, and commenced first 
by informing them what had been done at Doug- 
las and Pemberton abont the franchise, which 
was accepted by the meeting.. He then fully 
stated his views, and was asked afterwards by 
Mr, Flinn if he had authorized the placing his 
naine in the advertisement abont the Prize Essay 
and the Rev. R. C. L. Brown; he stated that

Surely in making a contract with @ carrier it 
is not hecessary to find out what means he has 
of fulfilling it. If the want of means will exense 
the non-performance, then a man might eontract 
for any amount of freight though he had but one 
animal, provided he did the best he could. 

My counsel, Mr. Ring, moved for a new trial. 
The motion was not entertained. A process was 
issued for my arrest while attending to this in 
Court.. Being unable to pay the amount, I made 
application to'be heard in Bankruptcy when the 
Conrt was here in April last, and filed a petition 
with the Registrar.for that purpose. The Court 
left in April, and [have been in custody ever 
since, unable to obtain a hearing with any Court 
having jurisdiction nearer than about five hun- 
dred miles. I have recently petitioned His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, respectfully. calling his 
attention to this fact. . 

Are the people satisfied with this state of things? 
If they could be heard there would be one ani- 
versal No, from the mountains of Cariboo to. the 
Gulf of Georgia. 

The Judge of a Superior Court in, England is 
a being entirely aloof from the people, and. is 
completely dissevered from the ordinary action 
of society. ‘Yet even their decisions, on appeal, 
are sometimes reversed, showing that the most 
fers and learned occasionally err in judgment. 

ere we have no appeal. The sooner such a 
Court js inaugurated the greater will be the 
security felt by the people of this Colony in the 
administration of the law. 


A gréat law-giver who lived over two thon- 
sand years ago, being asked which was the mpst 
popular government, “That” said the, ‘‘ where 
the least injury done to the meanest individual’ is 
consideréd an insult to the whole constitution.” And 
in our day this principle is embodied inthe cpn- 
stitution) and laws by whch the British Em pire 
is governed, and under no igovernment> are the 
laws more jast, or the rights and liberties of the 
subject more jealonsty gaarded ; and whenever 
any of their inherent rights are inyaded there) is 
heard a cry of indignation against theaggressor, 
to which he may affect ‘indifference, -but which 
will reach him, no matter how lofty Bis position. 

On the erection of this Colony the Comnjon 
Law of England was proclaimed for .its govern- 
ance, atid by the British constitution'our rights 
and liberties are guaranteed to us as fully here 
as in the parentcountry, without passing through 
the ordeal our forefathers did in establishing 
them. . The luws are juast—how they, have been 
administered we have had ample opportunity of 
judging. In the opinion of high legal authority 
several persons have been deprived of liberty 
contrary to law. This, then, is a subject which 
must engage our grave consideratioh. Several 
cases have already provoked the pnblic attention. 
Two members of the bar, men of acknowledged 
legal abilities and high character, daring the ‘sit- 
ting of the Court last December thought it ne- 
cessary, in the most public manner, to request 
that their names might be stricken from the Roll 
of the Supreme Quart of this Colony. This’ was 
recording their opinions in tones not loud but 
deep. 1 shall now proceed to add td the cata- 
logue a case wherein I have been the victim, 
which must awaken the interest of all who have 
any regard for the Jaws or personal liberty, | for 
what is miy case today may be theirs to-mortow. 
There ate those whv think when some are 
question of this nature is diseussed that any / act 
done by those invested with high temporary | au- 
thority must be right ; but let me remind them 
that the gravest political and sucial wrongs have 
ever been inflicted by those, and those only, who 
had the power :
